JUDLE BLACK'S LETTER.

The following i3 the text of the letier
of Judge J. 8. Black, in answer to one
addressed him by Mr, W, 1. Welal, of
the Baltimore Gozelle:

2o Wiltiam H, Welsh, Fsy., Fdilor of
the Baltimore Gazelled:

My Dean Sri:—1 promised the gen-
tleman who delivered your lotter that
I would answer it fully and as I could
congistently with other eogagements,
I am fullilling thot promise, I I tako
more tine and space than might be ex-
pected, you will please to remember
that T and a great many other Demo-
erils are in a position which requires
something more than o mere definition
We cannot avold misconstruction with
out furnishing s rather full explana-
tion,

1 admit that the next President must
bo Grant or Greeley., The circum-
stances of the politieal situntion Hmit
our thoice to these two men, as strictly
ns i nobody else wera legally eligible.
We must weigh them agalust one an-
other,and, like practicel men,decide the
case before us in favor of the est, Even
i we find no good in either of them,
we must take that one who shall appear
to be least bad,

It i3 undeniable that the leading
weasured of this Administration are
not only unconstitutional, but antl.con-
stitutional, showing not merely a con-
tom ptuous indifference to constitutional
abligations, but a settled hostility to
those rights of the States, and those
liherties of the people, which the or-
ganie Inw was made to secure. The
President’s appointment of officers and
his general exercize of public authority,
under the Influence of men who paid
large sums of money, ure scandalous
outrages, and the effort to defend them
has combined with other like causes to
extinguish among his swhordinates all
respect for Lhose rules of morality which
used to be held sacred, When we con-
sider what these men have done in the
North, and add to it the large-handed
robberies porpetrated in the South by
the retainers of the Prestdent, with his
dlreet ald gnd assistunce, we arg com-
pelled to acknowledge that no other
government now in the world Is md-
ministered so entively for personsl and
partisan purpeses, or in such complote
disregard for the rights and interests of
the general public.

well aa honeat government for all parta
of the country. T have good suthority
for saying that he never gave his ap-
provil to sny form of kidnapping, or
murder, by military commission, In
short, although he did Join the Aboli.
tionfsts in their “devil’s dance,” he
never lenrned to keop step with his
partners, and weall know that when he
could not stopit, he left it and denoune
ed it with beeoming indignation,

On another point he ought to have
ereddity The friends of religious frecdom
owe him an old debt of gratitude for
the zoal and ability with which he re-
sistell the church-burners when handed
in the seervet lodges of the Know.Noth.
ing order, It is but reasonablo b be.
lieve that his opposition saved the
country from the great danger it was
once In of heing subjugated by that in.
famous organization.

Hy has often been aceused of compli-
city In cheats of one kind or gnother,
but In every case he has trinmphantly
refuted the charges, For this, and for
other rensons 1 conclude that his per.
sonal Integrity is without a stain,

He has many times spoken of the Do-
moeratic party and its most honor
ed members in harsh and abusive terms,
Theso are faults of manner, and of tem-
per, which, when mended, sre always
pardoned. We will not permit our
Judgment to be disturbed by conszidera-
tions so trifling as this.

I have looked into his past history
only to ascertain what he is now and
what he is likely to be in the future,
I #m fo care nothing for “antecedents,”
oxeept as they furnish the means of es-
timating his character. I think I have
found out with reasonable certalnty
how far we may confide in him, I de-
vioutly belicvo that, If chosen President,

tions, economise the revenue and light-
on taxation, give to capital the right
which belongs to it, and at the same
time see that labor is not robbed of its
carnings, o will certiinly hold his
power of appointment as a public trust,
and not as a part of his personal posses.
sion to boe used for the support of his
family, or to encourago the private lib-
erality of his friends, IIa will, so far
93 ho can, without transgressing the lim-
its of his legal authority, relieye the
Southern States from the gangs that are
now preying upon their vitals in open
partnership with the present adwminis-

tration.

Immedinte atonement und only a par-
tial remedy.

In England, after every civil comnio.
Lion, the viclorious party vented Its
rige and gratifled its aclty by puss-
Ing bills of attainder, afid bills of pains
and penalties against thelr fullen and
helpless opponents. The best and
greatest moen of thelr respective agos
were the vietims of theso leglslative de-
erecs,  Inall the most notable cases sub-
aequent Parllsments acknowledged the
wrong, reversed the attainders, and
mnde what repuration they could, Our
fethers determined no such thing should
aver be done here, and g0 they put their
solemn Interdiet lnto plain words, and
wade it o purt of the fuodamental law
that nelther Congross nor any State Lo-
glalature should ever pass a bill of at-
tuinder,

il that ever was passed.  Bul its au-
thors were consclous that It conld not
